ease and neglect, Hog cholera will 
continue to scourge the country until 
all farmers learn that the plg is not 
naturally a dirty animal and that it 
Fequires field range and forage crops 
Just as much as the horse and cow do. 

Hog pens and yards should be 
kept clean, changing 4o fresh ground 
every year. Such forage crops as rape, 
artichokes, Canada peas and alfalfa 
ought to be ~accessible all summer. 
Shade and clean water are the next 
essentials, In addition it is well to 
give whey or sour milk and light ra- 
tions of corn, peas or barley. Heavy 
feeding of grain is only necessary in 
the last few weeks when fitting for 
market. Corn silage fis an excellent 
food. A little crushed coal, wood ash- 
_@s, salt, charcoal ond oflmeal ald a 
Pig's digestion and contribute to its 
general healthfulness, ; 

Young pigs are seriously injured by 
overfeeding and by wet floors and cold 
bedding. There should be no haste to 
feed grain either to a farrowing sow 
or a young litter. Both before and 
after farrowing the dam is better off 
with slops, mashes and boiled vege- 
tables, such as carrots, potatoes and 
beets, When the young things get 
firmly on their feet the mother may 
be gradually put back on grain for 
the purpose Of hardening up the flesh 
a little. Sucking pigs should have 
gradually increasing rations of bran, 
shorts and boiled vegetables. 


BY A WISE FARMER. 

That was a wise remark made 
by a speaker in a farmers’ in- 
stitute when he said that “good 
farm judgmeut consisted largely 
in understanding priuciples and 
their working, and as good an un- 
derstanding of conditions to know 
if the principles will apply.” 


THE DOG ON THE FARM. 


Get aG 
erly Is an Excellent Rule. 

Fyery farmer should have a dog. A 
well trained dog, no one will dispute, 
is the most companionable of all ant- 
mals and a labor saver fo the farmer, 
siys a correspondent of the Orange 
Judd Farmer. Systematic instruction 
should be used in drilling the mind and 
body of the animal to bring out the in- 
telligence required. A well trained, 
well treated and good tempered dog is 
one of the most agreeable creatures to, 
have about the farm. 

It is a paying investment to the own- 
er to take pains in training a dog. In 
the house he should be taught thorough 
cleanliness, and when once this is es- 
tablished the animal is miserable un-

less it can get out of doors when na- 
ture demands it. When the dog is 
young, say two or three months old, he 
should be fed in small quantities. Nev- 
er permit him to eat.to his own satis- 
faction, because the ultimate result 
will be a very sick and unbappy little 
puppy. It is well to give him his last 
meal about two hours before he is shut 
up for the night. 

Cornmeal mixed with water, a very 
little salt and a handful of finely chop- 
ped liver or meat thrown in, the whole 
baked in a cake and when cold broken 
In bits and fed to the dog makes a very 
good supper, A great many people in- 
sist ob giving their pets bread and 
milk for the evening meal, but thls is 
not a very desirable diet if the dog is 
to be shut up in the house all night. 

‘There nre a great number of tricks 
which may be taught a dog, but the 
farm dog should not necessarily be 
taught tricks. He should be taught 
sensible things. 

A great many, and ] may say nearly 
00 per cent of the dog owners of tho 
present day, allow their dogs to run 
recklessly about through thelr nelgh- 
bors' gardens, crops, etc, This is a 
very injudiclous plece of business, It

the serum should be given. In wet 


weather every owner needs to guard his 


hogs against pleuropneumonia. 


It is best to use full blooded sires In 

pork production, changing every year, 
so as to avoid inbreeding. Any of the 
standard breeds can be recommended. 
A pure bred Poland China sirecrossed 
with a grade Chester White or Duroc- 
Jersey dam will give excellent results, 
but this is merely given as an illustra- 
tion, There is decided merit in the 
other distinct types. 
_ A dam should have one litter in the 
spring and another in the fall. It is 
a good plan to market.the spring pigs 
when nine or ten months old and 
weighing about 250 pounds, keeping 
the fall pigs until they are fifteen to 
eighteen months old, when they should 
weigh 350 to 400 pounds. If dams are 
retained after they become heavy and 
awkward the offspring must be guard- 
ed or they will be crushed to death. 
It Is best to give them a warm nest by 
themselves, allowing them to suckle 
four times a day.

ne and Train Him Props | Failure to Use Liquid Manure Means 


Throwing Away Money. 

Lhe Horticulturist discusses the value 
of liquid manure. It says; 

We believe there is no system of en- 
riching the Jand for small gardens, 
with a view to perfection of crops, so 
truly economical and so/available as 
the use of liquid manure. We occa- 
sionally hear of a’ gardener or an am- 
ateur grower of some special crop that 
has practiced enriching with liquids, 
but it Is only occaslovally, yet the re- 
sult of every record is in its favor, and 
a searching inquiry into extra produc- 
tion of fruit, fower or plant almost in- 
variably gives watering with liquid 
manure as the cause, 

There is on almost every farm a 
waste of liquids, which usually go into 
the sewer drain or possibly upon the 
road, where they are of ~o avail, but 
which if saved by being conducted to 
a tank would enrich the entire garden 
of vegetables, small fruits, furnish 
stimulus to the rose and other flower 
borders and keep the grass plot green 
and fresh even in the hottest and driest 
of midsummer. ‘The use of a little 
plaster occasionally thrown in and 
around the tank would always keep it 
sweet and clean. 

By the use and practice of liquid ma- 
nure no delay need ever occur fn plant- 
'ng time because of the manure not 
being on hand or not being in a suffi- 
tently rotted condition, but planting 
sould proceed and the application of 
manure be made at leisure, 


Training Horses’ Manes, 

When the horse's mane inclines to 
the wrong side an excellent plan is to 
make no cover, like 
the one here shown, 
to fit closely over 
the horse's neck.

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A WONDERFUL STREAM. 


The, Mississippi River, its Magnitude 
and the Area It Drains. 

The Mississippi river, lying wholly 
within the temperate sone, is in this 
respect more fortunately situated than 
the more fertile valleyed Amazon, since 
the climate bere, varied and somtimes 
inhospitable as it Is, offers conditions 
of human development there denied. 

The main stream Is 2,500 miles in 
length—that is, about ten times that 
of tlie Seine. As Mark ‘Twain has said, 
ft is “the crookedest river’ In the 
world, travelivg 1,300 miles to cover 
the same gronud that a crow would 
fly over in 675. Tor several hundred 
miles It js a mile in width, Back to 
1882 it was seventy miles wide when 
the flood was highest. 

The volume of water discharged by 
It into the sea is second only to the 
Amazon and fs greater than that of 
all European rivers combined (omitting 
the Volga). The amoupt Is estimated 
at 139 cuble miles annually—that fs, it 
would fill annually a tauk 139 miles 
Jong, 139 miles wide and 130 miles 
high. With Its tributaries it provides 
somewhat more than 16,000 miles of 
navigable water, more than any other 
system on the globe except the Ama- 
zon and more than enough to reach 
from Lake Superior to Paris by way 
of Kamebatka and Alaska, abont 
three-fourths of the way around the 
globe. The sediment deposited ts 400,- 
000,000 tons, enough to require daily 
for its removal 500 trains of fifty cars, 
each carrying fifty tons, aud to make 
each year two square wiles of new 
earth over a houdred feet deep. 

The area which it drains !s roughly 
1,250,000 square miles, of two-fifths of 
the United States. That 1s, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, France and Italy 
could be set down within this area 
and there would still be some room to 
spare. 

It has the strength, for the most part 
put to no use whatever, of 60,000,000 
horses. ‘The difference between high 
water and low water is in some places 
fifty feet, which gives some Impression 
of the range of its mvuvdiness.—Jobn 
Finley ip Scribner's Magazine.

PREMIER OF FRANCE 
ELECTED PRESIDENT 


Paris, Jan. 17.—M. Raymand 
Poincare, premier, was elected 
ninth president of the third re- 
public of France this afternoon 
to succeed President Armand 
Fallieres. Poinaare was chosen 
on thesecond ballot anid scenes 
of wildest confusion, after he 
had challenged M. Georges 
Clemenceau, former premier, to 
fight a duel, A second duel chal- 
lenge was sent by Deputy Moj- 
esie, a Poincare supporter, to 
former Minister Boncour, ad- 
herent of Jules Pams, Poincar’s 
most serious rival in the elec- 
tion. Poincare led by 500 votes. 
He was the last prime minister 
in the administratfon of the 
retiring chief magistra'e He 
was considered one of the great- 
est premiers France ever had.

In the benithy evr the wax, 
or cernmen, is a thin sellowish finid 
that thickens into a paste ne it dries 
Nature provides for its nutural exit 
from the ear passage by uniting It with 
the tiny flakes of dend skin which fall 
outward unnoticed either by seeing or 
feeling Thus wax does not accumno- 
late In # henithy ear, which has just 
enough to make sticky the stiff tittle 
hairs that grow tn the pnxsnige. 

Instruments should never be poked 
into the ear by the inexperienced nor 
wads of materia! continuatiy mopped 
and squeezed into the opening for 
cleansing. Uruatly such treatment in- 
duces an incrense or enkine of wax. 
Hot water ts the best solvent for wax, 
105 to 115 degrees Fo If the need of It 
is Imperative gentiy syringe the ear 
with it Cotton plugs in the enr are 
useful at times. but should be used no 
more than absolntely necessary for 
they obstruct the ennal and interfere 
with the natural way of casting of 
wax.— Exchange

Germany for naval and military bills 
is taken up by General Keim, the pre- 
sident of the Army League, who states 
that it is urgently necessary for Ger- 
many before the end of the year to | 
pass another “defense bill” on the 
lines of the naval and military increas- 
es of last spring.
